Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  following  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  1931.  Upon 
the  whole  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  has  been 
maintained. 

The  population  as  taken  in  the  Census  of  1931  was 
33,761,  while  the  estimated  population  at  the  midyear  was 
33,990. 

The  Death  Rate  remains  the  same  as  for  1930.  An  in¬ 
crease  has  occurred  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory 
conditions  ;  this  is  to  some  extent  accounted  for  by  the 
epidemic  of  Influenza  experienced  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year. 

A  satisfactory  feature  is  the  marked  decrease  in  the  num¬ 
bers  of  infectious  diseases  which  occurred.  The  incidence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  particularly  low. 

Smallpox  again  appeared  in  the  district,  but  no  serious 
outbreak  occurred. 

The  continued  prevalence  of  depressed  industrial  conditions 
is  reflected  in  the  rates  concerning  births,  infantile  deaths, 
and  deaths  from  violence  in  so  far  as  these  rates  are  com¬ 
parable  with  those  of  previous  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  shows  a  slight  in¬ 
crease  over  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years.  There  is, 
however,  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  no  real  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  Cancer  in  this  District. 

Special  enquiries  were  undertaken  during  the  year.  These 
relate  to — (1)  the  supply  of  Milk  to  Elementary  Schools,  (2) 
the  Value  of  the  Biological  Examination  of  Milk,  (3)  Charities 
in  Scunthorpe,  (4)  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  re  Water  Sup¬ 
plies,  (5)  Fried  Fish  Shops,  (6)  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 
Reference  to  these  will  be  found  on  pages  19,  36,  48,  26,  30 
and  32  of  this  Report. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Farrar,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  his  co-operation  in  supplying  particulars  relating  to  Housing, 
Water  Supply  and  Sewage  Disposal.  I  also  wish  to  tender 
my  thanks  to  Mr.  Gallagher  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  valuable  assistance  they  have  rendered  me 
in  the  compilation  of  this  Report. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the 
encouragement  and  support  which  you  have  given  to  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year.

Population. 

The  Registrar-General’s  mid-year  1931  estimate  of  popu¬ 
lation  has  been  used  in  the  calculation  of  Rates  for  this 
Report. 

Social  Conditions. 

No  material  alteration  has  taken  place  since  these  were 
reported  upon  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1925.  The  chief 
occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  those  appertaining  to  iron¬ 
stone  mining,  the  iron  and  steel  industries,  basic  slag,  and 
tar  macadam  production.  Unfortunately,  the  state  of  trade 
in  this  District  has  continued  depressed  throughout  the  year. 
The  figures  supplied  by  the  Manager  of  the  Scunthorpe  Em¬ 
ployment  Exchange  area  show  that  the  number  of  persons 
on  the  Live  Register  at  the  end  of  January,  1931,  was  3,326. 
A  gradual  but  slight  reduction  in  this  number  occurred  up  to 
the  end  of  June,  when  the  figure  stood  at  2,574.  Thereafter  a 
steady  increase  was  observed  until  October,  the  number  then 
being  3,162.  The  corresponding  numbers  at  the  end  of  Novem¬ 
ber  and  December,  1931,  were  3,512  and  3,600  respectively. 

The  Relieving  Officer  states  that  392  persons  resident  in 
the  Urban  District  received  Relief  during  1931.  This  number 
was  composed  of — Men  86,  Women  126,  Children  180.  The 
total  cost  of  Relief  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1931, 
was  £4,654,  against  £4,673  for  the  corresponding  period  in 
the  previous  year.

Births. 

The  number  registered  during  1931  was  616,  against  732 
in  1930.  The  births  during  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  were 
156,  157,  154,  and  149. 

The  birth  rate  (i.e.  number  of  births  per  1,000  of  the 
population)  was  18.1  for  1931,  against  22.4  in  1930.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1931  was  15.8. 

29  Illegitimate  births  were  registered  in  1931,  against  49 
in  1930.  The  Ward  distribution  is  given  in  Table  3. 

38  Stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  32  in  1930.  The  number  of  stillbirths  per  1,000  population 
is  1.11,  against  0.67  for  the  whole  country. 

Deaths. 

349  deaths  were  registered  during  1931,  against  327  during 
1930.  The  death  rate  for  1931  was  10.2,  and  compares  with  a 
rate  of  12.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tables  5  and  6  give  further  details  of  the  classification  of 
deaths.

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The  Zymotic  Diseases  Death  Rate,  i.e.  deaths  from  Small¬ 
pox  (0),  Measles  (3),  Scarlet  Fever  (0),  Whooping  Cough  (4), 
Diphtheria  (4),  Diarrhoea  (1),  and  Enteric  Fever  (0),  a  total 
of  12,  was  0.36  per  1,000  population,  against  0.47  in  1930,  and 
0.44  in  1929. 

The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0.88  and  the 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0.29  per  1,000 
population. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

A  total  of  51  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during 
1931,  against  44  in  1930  and  39  in  1929.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  (i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live 
births)  was  83.0,  against  60.1  in  1930  and  59.9  in  1929. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

No  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority 
or  by  the  County  Council. 

A.  (1)  Fever. 

The  hospitals  available  are  situated  at  Scunthorpe,  Os- 
godby  and  Scartho.  The  last  two  are  provided  by  other 
Authorities,  and  both  are  about  thirty  miles  away. 

The  new  Brumby  Fever  Hospital,  erected  by  the  Lindsey 
County  Council  (who  were  constituted  in  1921  as  the 
Authority  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  Infectious  Disease 
in  your  area),  was  opened  in  1930. 

(2)  Smallpox. 

Application  was  made  during  the  year  for  the  formation 
of  a  United  District  for  controlling  the  Smallpox  Hespital 
at  Caistor.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  by  an  Order 
dated  April  1st,  1932,  granted  a  Provisional  Order  for 
this  purpose,  which  is  to  be  cited  as  the  “  Lindsey  and 
Lincoln  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Order,  1932.”  Under 
this  Order  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  number  of  partners 
to  26. 

Your  Council’s  share  of  establishment  charges  under  the 
Joint  Scheme  amounted  to  £175  17s.  2d.  for  the  year  ended 
31-3-1932,  against  £125  7s.  3d.  for  the  previous  year.

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B.  (1)  Tuberculosis. 

The  Hospitals  available  for  this  area  are  referred  to  in 
the  section  of  this  Report  dealing  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary. 

Four  beds  are  available  at  the  Brigg  Poor  Law  Institu¬ 
tion. 

(2)  Maternity.  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

The  Maternity  Home  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the 
Lindsey  County  Council.  The  Administrative  Medical 
Superintendent  is  the  Lady  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  is  resident  in  Scunthorpe. 

The  following  report  on  the  working  of  the  Home  has 
been  made  for  the  year  1931. 

Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

The  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Home  during  the 
year  1931  was  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  208  admissions,  there  were  152  confinements,  35  cases 
requiring  operation,  9  cases  requiring  nursing  only,  and  the 
remaining  12  being  observation  cases.  The  patients  in  the  last 
group  were  discharged  within  24-36  hours  of  admission,  and 
were  later  readmitted  at  the  onset  of  labour. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  per  patient  was  14.4  days. 

Medical  assistance  was  sought  by  the  Nursing  Staff  on  44 
occasions. 

The  three  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  which  occurred  in  the 
Home  during  1931  were  due  to  (i)  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  (ii) 
Empyema,  and  (iii)  Septic  Abortion.  Three  cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  resulting  in  two  instances  from  Pulmonary  Embolism, 
and  in  one  case  from  Pneumonia,  were  also  notified.  Appro¬ 
priate  institutional  treatment  was  provided  for  these  cases  as 
required. 

The  maternal  mortality  was  nil. 

No  cases  of  Pemphigus  occurred;  there  were  five  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  accommodation,  which  remains 
as  in  1930.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  emergencies  and 
complicated  cases  admitted,  it  was  felt  desirable  to  secure  the 
services  of  an  additional  Nurse  for  night  duty. 

A  statement  of  costs  for  the  financial  year  ended  31-3-31 
showed  that  the  net  cost  per  patient  per  week  was  £4  18s.  lid. 

Other  Institutional  Provision. 

Orthopaedic  Cases  are  sent  when  necessary  by  the  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Surgeon  of  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to  Lincoln 
Hospital,  etc.

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Scunthorpe  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital.  This 

institution  is  a  General  Hospital  managed  by  a  voluntary 
committee.  Full  particulars  of  all  services  available  were  given 
in  the  previous  Annual  Report. 

During  1931,  1,280  In-Patients  were  treated  as  compared 
with  1,145  in  1930.  Throughout  the  year  the  average  number 
of  beds  occupied  daily  was  70,  and  the  average  length  of  stay 
in  hospital  per  patient  was  19.8  days. 

5,210  Out-Patients  (including  Dentals)  received  treatment 
or  attention,  as  against  4,024  in  1930. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  beds  available  has 
increased  to  86.  A  new  Medical  Ward  for  Women,  a  two-bed 
Eye  Ward  and  five  additional  Male  Medical  Beds  have  been 
provided. 

Staff. — During  the  year  the  following  additions  to  the  Staff 
have  been  made  :  Radiologist,  Sister-Radiographer,  House 
Physician,  Pathologist,  and  Dispenser. 

Buildings  and  Equipment. — A  modern  X-Ray  apparatus 
has  been  installed.  The  new  Medical  Ward  for  Women  was 
opened  in  October  and  a  Department  for  Pathology  is  being 
constructed,  to  be  equipped  and  ready  for  use  in  1932. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  E.  Maw,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital,  for  the  above  information. 

Brigg  Poor  Law  Institution.  The  Relieving  Officer  states 
that  there  are  180  beds  at  this  Institution,  of  which  76  are 
Hospital  beds.  60  persons  were  admitted  from  the  District  in 
1931. 

Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children — nil.  When  necessary,  cases  are 
'admitted  to  the  Brigg  Infirmary.  Expectant  unmarried  women 
are  admitted  to  the  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

Removal  is  carried  out  by  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
Ambulance  or  by  the  Authorities  of  the  Hospital  to  which 
patients  are  sent. 

(b)  For  Non- Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  is  generally  utilized.  Most  of 
the  Works  have  private  ambulances  for  their  accident  cases.

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  names  of  these  officers  are  given  on  the  front  page. 
All  are  whole  time  officers. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  carries  out  the  following 
duties  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council: — 

Medical  Superintendent — Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
Tuberculosis  Officer 
Venereal  Diseases  Officer 
School  Medical  Officer 

Six  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  County  Council  are 
stationed  in  Scunthorpe  and  carry  out  the  Tuberculosis,  School 
Medical,  and  Child  Welfare  visiting  in  Scunthorpe  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  rural  districts,  and  assist  at  the  various  Clinics.  Two 
County  Nurses  carrying  out  orthopaedic  and  dental  work  are 
stationed  in  Scunthorpe. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  is  also  resident  in  Scun¬ 
thorpe,  and  assists  at  the  Female  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

General. 

The  General  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  three  voluntary 
Nursing  Associations.  The  following  information  has  been  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  Secretaries  of  these  Associations. 
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The  Scunthorpe  and  Crosby  Nursing  Association  employs 
a  Superintendent  and  five  District  Nurses.  During  the  year 
735  cases  were  attended  and  a  total  number  of  15,836  visits 
were  paid. 

The  Brumby  and  Frodingham  Nursing  Association  employs 
two  District  Nurses.  During  1931,  7,736  visits  were  paid  to 
300  cases. 

The  Ashby  Nursing  Association  employs  two  District 
Nurses.  During  1930,  208  cases  were  attended  and  4,972  visits 
were  made. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  County  and  District  Councils  combine  to  provide  an 
Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  who  carries  out  the  supervision  and 
any  necessary  home  nursing  of  fever  cases  for  the  District 
Council  and  that  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  for  the  County  Council. 

Midwives. 

The  total  number  of  practising  Midwives  in  the  District 
is  15,  of  whom  eight  are  attached  to  the  Nursing  Associations, 
and  three  to  the  Maternity  Home.  The  remaining  four  are  in 
private  practice.  All  hold  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Mid¬ 
wives  Board.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Antenatal  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  in  the 
charge  of  the  County  Council. 

Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Maternity  Home  and  at 
the  new  Clinic  premises.  The  number  of  attendances  made  a 
total  of  594;  viz.,  Maternity  Home  152,  and  Scunthorpe  442. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  now  held  at  the  new  Clinic 
premises  and  at  Ashby  Wesleyan  Hall.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  at  these  clinics  was  11,775;  viz.,  mothers  5,424, 
and  children  6,351. 


BRUMBY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  this  Institution.  The  following  Report  has  been 
made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Lindsey  County  Council, 
for  the  year  1931. 

This  Institution  consists  of  three  Ward  Blocks,  an  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Block  and  Nurses’  Residence,  Porter’s  Lodge, 
Reception  Room  for  visitors  of  patients,  premises  for  disinfec¬ 
tion  and  laundry  work,  and  Mortuary.  The  accommodation  for 
patients  is  as  follows: — 

Scarlet  Fever  Block.  One  six-bed  ward,  one  ten-bed 

ward,  three  cots,  and  two  single  bed  wards .  21  beds 

Cubicle  Block.  Eight  cubicles  and  one  cot  .  9  beds 

Tuberculosis  Block.  Two  four-bed  wards  and  six 

single  cubicles  .  14  beds 

Scarlet  Fever  Wards. 

47  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  one  of  which  was 
found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  25  patients  were 
treated  with  Streptococcus  (Scarlatina)  serum. 

Throughout  the  year  the  disease  continued  to  be  of  mild 
type.  The  complications  which  occurred  in  the  46  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  treated  were  6,  viz.,  Adenitis  3,  Otitis  Media  2, 
and  Rhinitis  1.  These  complications  were  mild  in  character. 
One  case  of  Otitis  Media  required  surgical  treatment,  the 
remainder  cleared  up  under  conservative  methods  of  treatment. 
One  return  case  occurred  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Cubicle  Ward. 

Diphtheria.  34  cases  were  admitted,  all  of.  which  received 
serum  treatment.  32  cases  were  discharged  cured.  There  were 
2  deaths  from  toxaemia,  the  patients  having  been  admitted  in 
too  late  a  stage  of  the  disease  to  render  treatment  offective. 
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Only  3  complications  occurred,  viz.,  Palatal  Paralysis  1,  Rhinitis 
1,  and  Adenitis  1;  these  proved  mild  and  transient  in  character 
and  cleared  up  under  treatment. 

Other  Diseases.  5  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  treated, 
one  of  which  was  complicated  with  intestinal  haemorrhage.  Two 
suspected  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  admitted  :  one  case 
proved  to  be  Enteritis,  and  the  other  was  not  suffering  from 
enteric  fever  and  was  discharged.  No  deaths  occurred. 

The  following  additional  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Cubicle 
Ward  during  the  year:  Puerperal  Fever  1,  Ophthalmia  Neona¬ 
torum  1,  Encephalitis  Lethargica  2,  Measles  3  and  Observations 
4.  One  case  of  Encephalitis  was  discharged  cured;  the  other 
died.  Two  suspected  cases  of  Crebro-Spinal  Meningitis  proved 
to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculous  Meningitis  and  died  from 
this  fatal  disease  shortly  after  admission.  Two  additional  cases 
of  suspected  Meningitis  were  admitted;  one  was  not  so  affected, 
the  other  had  Pneumonia  and  was  subsequently  discharged 
cured. 

The  three  cases  of  Measles  were  admitted  from  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  ward  of  the  War  Memorial  Hospital. 

Tuberculosis  Ward. 

34  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2  cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  admitted. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease.  Routine  and  special 
treatment  were  provided.  25  patients  were  discharged  during 
the  year.  Most  of  the  patients  have  shown  improvement  in 
their  symptoms  and  general  physical  condition.  Some  of  the 
cases  have  responded  well  to  treatment,  having  obtained  marked 
benefit,  and  a  few  have  been  discharged  with  the  disease 
quiescent.  Periodical  dental  treatment  has  been  provided  for 
several  patients. 

12  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  one  of  these  being  of 
a  patient  who  was  admitted  suffering  from  Tuberculous  Menin¬ 
gitis.  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  haemorrhage. 

Of  the  two  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one 
patient  was  affected  with  Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine,  and  the 
other  had  Tuberculous  Meningitis. 

The  Tuberculous  After  Care  Committee  has  again  assisted 
the  Hospital  by  the  provision  of  several  suitable  out-door 
games  for  the  patients. 

The  Matron  and  nursing  staff  continue  to  render  valuable 
services  to  the  institution.  Mr.  A.  Humphrey,  the  gardener, 
also  deserves  a  word  of  commendation  for  the  skilled  and 
effective  manner  in  which  he  has  laid  out  and  cultivated  the 
gardens  of  the  institution. 
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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 


Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer,  Lindsey  County  Council. 

School  Medical  Inspection. 

School  Hygiene. 

The  general  hygienic  conditions  of  the  schools  in  Scun¬ 
thorpe  continue  to  be  satisfactory.  In  each  instance  Town’s 
water  is  laid  on  and  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  otherwise 
satisfactory.  The  gradual  provision  of  new  and  up-to-date 
schools  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  growing  area,  together  with 
the  systematic  inspection  of  existing  schools,  and  elimination 
of  defects,  are  factors  which  are  producing  a  high  standard 
of  accommodation  and  hygienic  conditions  for  the  school  chil¬ 
dren. 

The  conditions  obtaining  at  Scunthorpe  Council,  Crosby, 
Brumby  Senior  and  Henderson  Avenue  schools  were  satisfactory 
during  1931.  The  new  school  at  Henderson  Avenue  being 
ready  for  occupation  in  January,  1932,  temporary  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  use  at  the  Church  Halls  adjoining  Crosby  School  has 
been  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Defects  of  cleanliness  in  classrooms  and  out-offices  were 
drawn  attention  to  and  improved  at  Scunthorpe  Church  of 
England  and  Santon  Terrace  schools.  Four  dustbins  at  Crosby 
school  were  found  to  be  in  a  state  of  disrepair  and  to  require 
renewal.  At  a  few  schools  it  was  observed  that  the  old- 
fashioned  type  of  long  desk  persists. 

During  the  year  some  schools  have  adopted  a  system  of 
numbering  pegs  in  cloakrooms  or  otherwise  distinguishing  these 
with  coloured  tabs.  A  peg  is  allotted  to  each  scholar  for  per¬ 
manent  use;  this  method  is  of  value  in  reducing  the  incidence 
of  such  infectious  diseases  as  Impetigo  or  Ringworm  amongst 
the  scholars. 

At  Frodingham  Infants  School,  two  additional  classrooms 
have  been  allotted  to  this  department,  which  have  relieved 
overcrowding.  The  seating  accommodation,  however,  is  still 
unsatisfactory,  four  classrooms  being  provided  with  old- 
fashioned  long  desks,  and  in  one  classroom  some  overcrowding 
is  still  present.  The  school  has  been  painted  and  decorated 
and  the  playgrounds  and  offices  are  now  satisfactory.  The 
cloakroom  accommodation  has  also  been  improved. 

There  is  need  for  Staff  Rooms  at  Gurnell  Street  Church  of 
England  Boys  and  Infants,  and  Frodingham  Schools,  where 
school  medical  inspections  could  conveniently  be  held. 

Extensive  structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  at 
Ashby  Boys  School  with  beneficial  results.  The  old  school 
building  situated  in  the  front  playground  has  been  removed. 
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Three  classrooms  at  the  rear  have  been  converted  into  an 
assembly  hall  which  can  be  used  for  various  purposes,  including 
physical  exercises.  Central  heating  has  been  installed,  and  a 
new  urinal  and  nine  additional  wash-hand  basins  have  been 
provided.  The  whole  school  has  been  distempered  throughout 
and  there  is  now  more  playground  space. 

The  hygienic  conditions  at  Scunthorpe  Grammar  School 
are  satisfactory.  A  few  defects  were  noted  at  the  Modern 
School.  Certain  classrooms  and  corridors  required  to  be  colour 
washed.  The  boys’  playground  is  inadequate  in  size.  The  out- 
offices  were  not  quite  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness  and 
the  dustbins  standing  in  the  playground  were  left  uncovered. 
It  should  be  mentioned,  however,  that  a  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  difficult  to  maintain  at  this  school,  because  it  is 
extensively  used  in  the  evenings. 

During  the  year  important  extensions  to  this  school 
premises  were  provided  to  form  a  combined  assembly  hall  and 
gymnasium,  together  with  two  large  cloakrooms  and  wash-hand 
basins. 

The  number  of  elementary  school  children  inspected  during 
the  year,  including  those  done  at  Henderson  Avenue  School,  is 
shown  in  the  following  Table: —

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following  were  the  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
received  from  Doctors  relating  to  the  age  period  5/15  years, 
i.e.  roughly  the  age  of  school  attendance:  Diphtheria  18,  Scar¬ 
let  Fever  13,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  5,  other  Tuberculosis  10, 
Chickenpox  73,  Measles  14,  Pneumonia  12,  Erysipelas  2,  En¬ 
cephalitis  Lethargica  1,  Smallpox  2.  In  addition,  121  cases  of 
Measles,  2  German  Measles,  214  Chickenpox,  67  Whooping 
Cough,  1  Mumps,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department  by  parents  and  teachers.  Most  of  these  cases 
were  in  either  school  or  pre-school  children. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  Form  S.M.S.  31 
(notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  by  Head  Teachers)  received 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  diseases  notified.

The  Regulations  under  which  Head  Teachers  are  instructed 
to  notify  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  they  occur,  have  not  infrequently  been 
neglected. 

The  County  Council  and  Urban  District  Council  jointly 
employ  an  Infectious  Diseases  District  Nurse,  who  closely  super¬ 
vises,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  all 
cases  and  contacts  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  school  chil¬ 
dren. 

School  intimations  of  disease  are  of  valuable  assistance  in 
this  work.  In  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  have  not  been 
notified  and  enquired  into  by  the  Health  Department,  school 
intimations  of  disease  are  promptly  investigated  with  a  view 
to  taking  appropriate  action. 

The  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  was  10.8,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  20.4  for  1930. 

No  schools  have  been  closed  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year,  and  all  exclusions  have  been  in  accordance  with 
“  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and  Exclusion  from  School.” 

Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers. 

During  the  year  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained. 
The  Public  Health  Department  has  furnished  regular  weekly 
returns  of  children  excluded  from  school  at  the  various  Clinics 
and  from  time  to  time  has  instituted  enquiry  into  individual 
cases  reported  by  the  Attendance  Officers  to  be  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  infectious  or  other  disease.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  school  attendance  officers  have  co-operated  in  ad¬ 
vising  the  parents  of  absentees  from  school  to  obtain  medical 
advice  privately  or  by  attending  the  County  Council  Clinics. 
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A  considerable  number  of  children  has  been  found  to  be 
absent  from  school  owing  to  deficient  boots  and  clothing.  In 
these  cases  the  school  attendance  officer  has  been  able  to 
arrange  for  the  supply  from  private  sources  of  the  various 
articles  required. 

During  the  year  some  130  children  have  been  outfitted 
with  sound  boots  and  other  articles  of  clothing.  The  Inspector 
of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
has  also  given  valuable  assistance  in  this  matter.  There  is 
still  need  for  the  provision  of  better  clothing  and  footwear  to 
some  of  the  scholars  attending  certain  of  the  elementary  schools 
in  Scunthorpe.  It  is  hoped  that  the  effort  to  ascertain  and 
meet  these  demands  will  be  maintained.  It  is  gratifying  that 
such  a  large  measure  of  support  has  already  been  accorded  by 
those  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  school  children. 

Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. 

A.  Care  Committee.  The  Occupation  Centre  provided  by 
the  Children’s  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  good  work 
during  1931.  17  children  remained  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  1930,  increasing  to  18  at  the  end  of  1931.  4,742  attendances 
were  made  out  of  a  possible  5,508 — 86  per  cent.,  as  compared 
with  77  per  cent,  in  1930. 

The  Centre  is  now  established  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  premises. 
The  class  work  is  carried  out  in  a  suitable  room  adjoining  the 
main  hall,  which  is  used  for  recreation. 

B.  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Chil¬ 
dren.  This  Society  continues  to  co-operate  fully  with  the  Public 
Health  Department  in  any  enquiries  affecting  the  interests 
of  school  children. 

Scunthorpe  School  Clinic. 

The  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  continued  to  be  well  attended 
during  the  year.  505  boys  and  463  girls  (total  968)  were 
treated  or  parents  advised.  The  total  number  of  attendances 
was  7,682. 

Parents  attend  these  daily  treatment  clinics  in  consider¬ 
able  numbers;  they  show  much  interest  in  measures  adopted 
to  improve  the  health  of  their  children  or  to  remove  defects  or 
diseases  which  may  be  present.  This  clinic  also  functions  as 
a  clearing  centre.  At  times  children  are  referred  to  other 
clinics  should  special  treatment  be  necessary,  or  to  the  care 
of  their  private  doctor,  specialist  or  institution,  as  required. 
Valuable  co-operation  is  maintained  with  Head  Teachers  and 
School  Attendance  Officers  in  securing  the  attendance  of  chil¬ 
dren  suffering  from  minor  ailments  at  the  school  clinic,  who 
might  otherwise  have  gone  untreated. 
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The  average  number  of  attendances  of  school  children  per 
session  was  33,  and  the  average  attendance  per  child  8.  Of 
the  common  contagious  conditions  treated,  Impetigo  accounted 
for  261  cases,  and  Ringworm  30 — a  decrease  from  previous 
years.  Otorrhcea  (discharge  from  the  ears),  Impetigo,  Blephar¬ 
itis,  Ringworm,  and  septic  cutaneous  conditions  form  the 
majority  of  the  defects  treated  at  the  School  Clinic. 

A  marked  improvement  has  been  secured  in  the  treatment 
of  Otorrhoea  by  using  the  method  of  insufflation  with  Boracic 
Acid  Powder.  The  average  number  of  days  treatment  for  this 
condition  was  11.2,  representing  a  period  of  about  six  weeks 
treatment  in  each  case.  Many  children  who  had  been  attend¬ 
ing  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  off  and  on  for  daily  treatment 
for  several  years  have  now  been  cured,  with  consequent  benefit 
to  their  health  and  education. 


Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

No  certificates  have  been  issued  in  connection  with  the 
employment  of  school  children  during  1931. 


Special  Enquiry.  Supply  of  Milk  to  Elementary  Schools. 

For  some  considerable  time  it  has  been  the  practice  to 
supply  sealed  bottles  containing  one-third  pint  of  Pasteurised 
milk  to  the  elementary  schools.  These  bottles  contain  a  straw 
and  are  supplied  at  the  small  cost  of  Id.  each. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  benefits  of  this  scheme  to  the 
school  children,  a  regular  supply  of  milk  was  distributed  free 
of  charge  to  a  number  of  children  at  the  Gurnell  Street  Infants 
School. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Scunthorpe  Co-operative  Society  and 
to  the  Head  Teacher  of  this  school  for  their  valuable  help 
and  co-operation  in  this  experiment. 

Three  groups  of  children  were  selected  at  random,  all 
around  the  same  age,  weight  and  height. 

These  groups  have  been  termed  “  Control,”  “  One  Daily” 
and  “Two  Daily”,  according  as  to  whether  they  had  no  milk, 
or  were  given  one  third  of  a  pint,  or  two  thirds  daily,  respect¬ 
ively.  There  were  seven,  six  and  seven  children,  in  that  order, 
in  the  three  groups  continuously  affected  by  the  experiment. 
Milk  was  distributed  daily  for  five  months  from  23rd  February 
to  30th  July.  The  weights  and  heights  were  tabulated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  experiment  and  at  the  end  of  each  of  the  five 
subsequent  months. 
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The  following  results  were  obtained  at  the  end  of  three 
and  five  months  respectively: —

Record  Gains  in  Height. 

Two  children  gained  1|  inches  in  the  “  One  Daily”  group, 
and  one  child  2  inches  in  the  “  Control  ”  group  at  the  end  of 
5  months. 

In  the  interpretation  of  the  above  results  certain  fallacies 
may  occur  which  tend  to  vitiate  the  results  obtained  ;  the 
numbers  of  children  in  the  groups  are  not  large  enough  to 
average  out  all  the  errors  which  may  arise.  Taking  these 
points  into  consideration,  the  results  tabulated  above  show 
that  the  children  who  had  milk  compare  favourably  with  those 
who  had  no  milk.  In  the  Milk  groups  the  gains  in  height 
and  weight  were  generally  above  the  average  for  children  of 
their  age.  The  results  obtained  in  the  case  of  children  who 
had  one  third  of  a  pint  daily  were  relatively  better  than  those 
who  had  two  thirds  of  a  pint  daily.  This  may  be  accounted 
for  by  abnormal  gains  in  a  few  cases,  and  by  the  possibility 
that  there  may  have  been  other  factors  (environmental  and 
constitutional)  which  militated  against  the  obtaining  of  better 
results  in  the  group  who  had  two  thirds  of  a  pint  daily. 
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The  virtues  of  milk  are  imperfectly  understood  by  many. 
It  is  not  merely  a  refreshing  drink.  Clean  fresh  milk  contains 
in  readily  assimilable  form  many  substances,  including  vitamins 
and  salts  which  are  necessary  for  the  sustenance  of  the  human 
frame.  Milk  is  the  perfect  food  supplied  by  Nature  for  the 
growing  young. 

In  a  recent  enquiry  it  was  found  that  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year  a  marked  decline  in  the  consumption  of 
milk  has  occurred  at  practically  every  school.  The  decline 
varied  from  25  to  78  per  cent.  One  head  teacher  expressed  the 
opinion  that  children  had  ceased  taking  milk  because  the 
novelty  had  worn  off.  Another  stated  that  the  decline  was  not 
entirely  due  to  trade  depression  and  money  shortage,  but  to 
the  changed  tastes  and  habits  of  the  children.  In  the  majority 
of  cases,  those  who  had  it  were  not  those  who  needed  it  most. 
It  is  apparently  true  that  some  children  prefer  to  take  milk 
in  summer  rather  than  in  winter,  and  that  some  parents  think 
that  the  taking  of  milk  at  school  interferes  to  some  extent 
with  the  appetites  of  their  children. 

Whatever  the  causes  of  this  decline  in  milk  consumption 
may  be,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  not  prove  to  be  of. 
long  duration,  having  regard  to  the  undoubted  benefits  which 
the  supply  of  milk  to  the  elementary  schools  confers  upon  those 
school  children  participating  in  the  scheme. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Scunthorpe  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

126  new  cases  were  examined  during  1931,  against  127  in 
1930.  Of  the  126  cases,  66  were  diagnosed  as  definitely  tuber¬ 
culous.  In  addition,  9  contacts  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  and  168  contacts  were  non-tuberculous.  A 
total  of  13  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered. 

The  total  number  of  persons  with  diagnosis  completed  on 
the  Dispensary  register  on  December  31st,  1931,  was  325. 
44  patients  died  during  the  year  under  review. 

Consultations  with  medical  practitioners  were  126,  of  which 
41  were  at  the  homes  of  patients.  In  addition,  98  other  home 
visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

During  the  year  121  sputum  examinations  were  carried  out 
at  the  County  Council  and  Urban  District  Council’s  Labora¬ 
tories.  2  X-Ray  examinations  were  performed  at  the  Lincoln 
County  Hospital. 

A  number  of  patients  were  sent  for  treatment  to  various 
institutions,  as  follows:  Branston  17,  Brumby  15,  Gainsborough 
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7,  Gringley-on-the-Hill  4,  Harlow  Wood  2,  Ipswich  3,  Kelling 
3,  Margate  2,  Lincoln  2.  45  of  these  were  pulmonary  cases 
and  10  were  non-pulmonary. 

Ultra  Violet  Ray  facilities  are  available  at  the  clinic 
premises.  These  facilities  are  also  available  at  the  War 
Memorial  Hospital,  and  X-Ray  work  can  also  be  done  at  that 
institution. 

The  After-Care  Committee  continues  to  render  valuable 
help  to  selected  cases,  and  in  September,  1930,  published  its 
first  Annual  Report,  showing  the  work  accomplished  during 
the  preceding  twelve  months. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  held  by  Mr.  Bilcliffe  once  a  month.  Cases 
of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones  and  joints  are  referred  when  re¬ 
quired  to  this  Clinic  for  advice  or  treatment.  Facilities  exist 
for  the  application  of  plaster  of  paris  splints  and  other  specicd 
medical  apparatus  and  for  remedial  exercises  at  the  weekly 
Clinics  held  under  the  charge  of  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse. 

Table  14a  gives  full  details  of  the  work  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic. 


Hospital  Accommodation. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  arrangements  already  in 
existence  for  the  treatment  in  Hospitals  or  Sanatoria  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis,  During  1931,  45  patients  received  institutional 
treatment  for  Pulmonary  and  10  for  Non-Puimonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 


Home  Nursing. 

The  District  Nurses  have  voluntarily  assisted  in  the  nursing 
in  their  own  homes  of  patients  suffering  from  advanced  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 


The  number  of  children  affected  with  Tuberculosis  attend¬ 
ing  the  Dispensary  during  1931  was  78 — the  total  number  of 
school  children  who  attended  was  127.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  V.D.  Medical 
Officer  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

During  1931  a  total  of  65  new  cases  attended  the  Male 
Clinic.  Of  these,  12  were  cases  of  Syphilis,  24  of  Gonorrhoea, 
and  29  non-venereal  cases,  as  compared  with  12,  42,  and  27 
respectively  during  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  dis¬ 
tribution  of  new  cases  was  18  Syphilis,  37  Gonorrhoea,  45  non- 
venereal  cases;  against  15,  52  and  33  during  1930. 

Of  the  12  new  cases  of  Syphilis,  1  was  a  primary  case, 
8  were  in  the  tertiary  stage,  and  1  congenital.  The  remaining 
two  were  transferred  from  other  treatment  centres.  21  of  the 
new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  were  in  their  first  year  of  infection, 
2  were  in  a  later  stage,  and  1  was  transferrd  from  another 
clinic.  The  total  number  of  male  cases  dealt  with  at  the 
Centre  during  1931  were  23  Syphilis  and  43  Gonorrhoea,  a  de¬ 
crease  as  compared  with  1930  owing  to  the  smaller  numbers 
of  cases  remaining  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1931. 

Of  the  8  cases  of  Syphilis  who  defaulted,  1  was  in  the 
primary  stage,  5  were  tertiary  cases,  and  2  ceased  attending 
after  completion  of  treatment  but  before  final  tests  of  cure.  9 
cases  of  Gonorrhoea  ceased  attending;  4  were  in  the  first  year 
of  infection,  2  in  a  later  stage,  and  3  had  treatment  completed 
before  final  tests  of  cure.  1  case  of  Syphilis  and  5  cases  of 
Gonorrhoea  were  transferred  to  other  centres  or  institutions. 
The  number  of  cases  discharged  cured  during  1931  were  1 
Syphilis  and  14  Gonorrhoea. 

The  number  of  male  attendances,  including  non-venereal 

cases,  at  Medical  Officer’s  sessions  totalled  1,141.  The  number 
of  attendances  for  intermediate  treatment,  e.g.,  irrigation, 
dressings,  was  2,225,  giving  a  total  of  3,366  male  attendances. 

The  existence  of  default  in  attendance  has  been  referred 
to  in  previous  reports.  The  general  experience  at  all  treatment 
centres  is  that  a  proportion  of  cases,  some  known  to  be  in  a 
contagious  condition,  cease  attending.  Some  defaulters  make  a 
few  attendances  only  and  then  are  “  lost  sight  of.”  Others 

attend  at  irregular  intervals  for  a  few  weeks  or  months  before 
defaulting. 

Amongst  the  varied  reasons  for  default  of  these  cases  are 
the  following  : — lack  of  interest  of  the  patient  in  his  health, 
unemployment  and  the  search  for  work,  irregular  hours  of  work. 
Some  patients  leave  the  District  without  notice  and  others  fear 
recognition  when  attending  the  Centre. 

In  the  case  of  steel  workers  attending  the  V.D.  Centre, 

the  shift  system  interferes  to  some  extent  with  the  regular 

carrying  out  of  treatment.  Attendances  tend  to  increase  in 
the  winter  months  and  fall  off  in  the  summer. 

While  the  total  number  of  attendances  is  governed  largely 
by  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register,  the  relative  im¬ 
provement  in  winter  is  due  to  the  facility  of  secret  approach 


to  the  Clinic  in  winter  months.  This  problem  of  recognition, 
while  inconsequent  to  some  patients,  is  serious  to  others,  and 
a  clinic  ideally  situated  in  respect  ot  varied  and  concealed 
approaches  to  it,  would  encourage  an  absolute  improvement 
in  the  number  of  attendances.  The  relative  improvement  of 
attendances  in  winter  is  an  indication  of  this  fact. 

Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea  are  diseases  which  are  amenable 
to  treatment  provided  regular  attendance  at  the  Centre  and 
adequate  treatment  are  accepted  by  the  patient.  It  is  also 
observed  that  there  is  a  low  incidence  of  complications  among 
patients  who  attend  regularly.  In  the  event  of  inadequate 
treatment  or  in  the  absence  of  treatment  the  serious  effects 
of  these  diseases  may  only  become  manifest  years  after  the 
infection  was  contracted.  Such  sequelae  as  Salpingitis,  Gonor¬ 
rhoeal  Arthritis,  Optic  Atrophy,  Gummatous  ulceration,  Loco¬ 
motor  Ataxia,  and  diseases  of  the  blood  vessels  are  to  be 
found  from  time  to  time  in  new  cases. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  prevalence  of 
Venereal  Diseases  and  their  after  effects  are  excessive.  It  is 
a  fact,  however,  that  persons  suffering  from  the  after  effects 
of  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea  help  to  swell  the  admissions  to 
general  hospitals,  asylums  and  other  institutions.  Such  cases, 
where  appropriate  treatment  is  required  and  can  be  given, 
are  often  referred  to  the  treatment  centre.  The  most  that 
can  usually  be  done  in  these  cases  is  to  check  some  far  ad¬ 
vanced  disease  process.  The  patient’s  original  health  and 
anatomical  and  physiological  condition  of  the  vital  organs  of 
the  body  cannot  be  restored. 

The  early  and  effective  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  is 
of  great  import.  It  means  as  much  the  prevention  of  after 
effects  as  the  cure  of  the  original  infection.  In  this  way  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Scheme  should  and  does  operate  as  a  pre¬ 
ventive  measure,  as  well  as  a  means  of  treatment  of  these 
disabling  diseases. 

The  following  pathological  specimens  were  sent  for  ex¬ 
amination  at  the  Grimsby  Corporation  Laboratory:  53  for  Was- 
sermann  Reaction,  154  for  Gonococci,  and  13  for  Complement 
Fixation  Tests. 

Turning  to  the  work  of  the  Female  Clinic,  the  number  of 
cases  remaining  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  1931  was 
61  (22  Syphilis  and  39  Gonorrhoea),  against  17  and  18  at  the 
beginning  of  1930.  A  total  of  84  new  cases  was  seen  during 
1931,  viz.,  5  Syphilis,  37  Gonorrhoea,  and  42  non-venereal, 
against  18,  43  and  30  in  1930.  There  were  15  defaulters  in 
1931,  against  28  in  1930.  The  total  attendances  of  all  cases 
was  1,537. 

175  specimens,  consisting  of  32  Wassermann  Reaction, 
122  for  Gonococci,  1  for  Spirochetes  and  20  for  Complement 
Fixation  Tests,  were  sent  away  for  examination. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Act,  1917. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Urban  District  is  from  under¬ 
ground  sources  and  is  derived  from  the  Council’s  Water 
Undertakings  at  Risby  Warren  and  Appleby,  and  in  addition, 
there  is  a  bulk  supply  taken  from  the  North  Lincolnshire  Iron 
Company. 

The  supply  is  constant,  of  good  quality  and  satisfactory 
pressure,  and  has  proved  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Urban 
District. 

The  following  new  water  mains  were  laid  in  1931 : — 

252  lineal  yards  4”  diameter,  Sheffield  Park  Avenue 
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2,308  lineal  yards. 

All 

the

have  been 

connected  to  the 

Council’s  water  supply,  and  in 

addition,  91  other  houses  not  previously  supplied  have  been 
connected  to  the  Town’s  supply. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  consumed  in  the  Urban  District 
for  domestic  purposes  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1931,  was  253,920,057  gallons,  equal  to  20.6  gallons  per  head 
per  day,  taking  the  population  at  33,761,  and  33,341,000  gallons 
for  industrial  purposes. 

No  analysis  of  piped  water  supply  was  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Bottesford  Beck  is  the  only  stream  of  importance  within 
the  area.  It  drains  water  from  the  Ironstone  mines,  receives 
sewage  effluents  from  the  sewage  works  and  effluents  from 
the  various  iron  and  steel  works. 

The  cleansing  of  the  beck  has  up  to  the  present  been 
carried  out  mainly  by  or  at  the  expense  of  the  Council  and 
the  Ironmasters,  and  to  a  small  extent  by  riparian  owners. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Scunthorpe,  Brumby  and  Ashby  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  have  all  been  well  maintained,  and  have  dealt  satisfac¬ 
torily  with  the  sewage  from  the  drainage  areas. 

The  sewage  pumping  stations  at  Burringham  Road,  Ashby, 
Doncaster  Road,  Scunthorpe,  and  the  Ejector  Station  at  Frod- 
ingham,  have  been  in  regular  operation  during  the  year,  and 
have  given  satisfactory  service. 

During  1931,  1,761  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid 
in  various  parts  of  the  Urban  District,  and  in  addition  a 
regular  system  of  cleansing  long  lengths  of  sewers  has  been 
carried  out. 

The  extensions  to  the  sewers  laid  down  in  1931  are  as 
follows : — 
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Area. 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  as  corrected  for  the  Town 
Planning  Scheme  has  been  given  as  7,895  acres. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

On  the  11th  February,  1931,  the  Ministry  of  Health  held 
an  inquiry  into  the  subject  matter  of  the  Council’s  application 
to  acquire  Wressell  Farm  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the 
Council’s  water  supply  when  the  necessity  should  arise.  As  a 
result  of  this  inquiry,  the  Minister  of  Health  approved  of  the 
Council’s  scheme  and  granted  a  Provisional  Order  dated  31st 
July,  1931. 

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets. 

During  the  year  244  Pail  Closets  have  been  converted  to 
water  carriage  by  the  department.  This  number  would  have 
been  exceeded  but  for  the  Council’s  call  for  economy,  which 
resulted  in  the  amount  provided  for  in  the  Annual  Rate 
Estimates  being  reduced  from  £600  to  £500.  The  same  high 
standard  in  the  quality  of  fittings  used  in  these  works  has 
been  maintained.  The  W.C.  basins  are  made  of  strong  fireclay, 
56  lbs.  in  weight,  the  flush  tanks  are  lead  lined  and  have  a 
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capacity  of  gallons.  Stop-taps  and  inspection  chambers 
are  provided  in  each  yard,  and  all  water  pipes  are  protected 
against  frost  by  wrapping  in  hair  felt.  The  average  cost  to 
the  owner  is  £3  5s.  per  conversion. 

Since  1920,  the  Department  has  converted  2,251  pail 
closets  to  water  carriage.  A  large  amount  of  time  is  absorbed 
in  interviewing  property  owners  and  persuading  them  to  have 
this  work  done.  As  the  number  of  pail  closets  remaining  to  be 
converted  diminishes,  the  work  of  persuasion  becomes  more 
difficult.  The  procedure  adopted  as  as  follows  : — an  owner 
having  signified  his  intention  to  have  a  pail  closet  converted, 
signs  a  form  requesting  the  Council  to  do  the  work  for  him 
and  pays  a  deposit  of  £4  10s.  This  deposit  is  estimated  to 
cover  the  half  cost  of  the  costliest  conversion,  the  owner’s 
total  liability  being  guaranteed  not  to  exceed  that  amount. 
The  request  to  convert  is  reported  to  the  Health  Committee, 
who  instruct  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  the 
work.  When  the  work  is  completed,  it  is  costed  and  reported 
to  the  Health  Committee.  Instructions  are  then  given  for  the 
return  to  the  Owner  of  the  difference  between  the  half  cost 
and  the  amount  of  the  deposit. 

In  a  considerable  number  of  cases  opportunity  is  taken 
to  persuade  owners  to  effect  other  improvements  to  their 
properties  when  desirable,  such  as  the  provision  of  wash-up 
sinks,  reconstruction  of  defective  yard  paving,  the  abolition 
of  shallow  wells,  etc. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  remaining  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  1,274.  As  the  Council  are  enthusiastic  in  their  en¬ 
deavour  to  abolish  all  pail  closets  from  their  district,  there 
seems  little  doubt  that  a  further  sum  of  money  will  not  be 
allocated  for  the  carrying  on  of  this  useful  work  during  the 
next  financial  year. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  pail  closets 
converted  to  water  carriage  system  during  recent  years  and 
the  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  1931.

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CLEANSING. 


Collection  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

Domestic  and  Trade  Refuse  is  removed  weekly  from  7,629 
premises.  There  are  81  premises  from  which  trade  refuse  is 
removed  and  for  which  a  separate  charge  is  levied.  Thirty 
complaints  were  made  respecting  the  collection  of  refuse. 
These  were  investigated.  Some  related  to  the  removal  of 
matters  other  than  domestic  refuse,  others  to  alleged  damage 
by  the  collectors  to  dustbins,  and  others  to  the  non-removal 
of  domestic  refuse.  A  new  Ford  30cwt.  Lorry  was  purchased 
and  put  in  use  about  October.  This  was  to  replace  an  old 
type  Ford  which  was  purchased  in  1927.  Owing  to  slight  delay 
in  the  purchase  of  this  vehicle,  about  £20  had  to  be  expended 
on  repairing  the  old  Ford  in  order  to  keep  it  on  the  road. 

Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

The  whole  of  the  year’s  refuse  collected  was  tipped  on 
land  belonging  to  Messrs.  Bitmac  Limited  on  the  north  side 
of  Dawes  Lane,  adjoining  the  Council’s  Gas  Works.  This  site 
will  soon  be  exhausted,  and  it  will  then  be  necessary  to  utilize 
land  in  Winterton  Road  which  the  Council  purchased  for  this 
purpose  a  few  years  ago.  The  method  of  disposal  is  by  con¬ 
trolled  tipping,  i.e.,  the  refuse  is  tipped  in  layers  not  exceeding 
six  feet  in  depth,  all  bottles  and  hollow  breakable  articles  are 
smashed,  the  refuse  is  packed  as  tight  as  possible,  and  the 
sides  and  top  are  covered  with  earth. 

Trade  refuse  of  a  light  combustible  character  is  collected 
in  special  sacks  provided  for  the  purpose.  This  is  burned  at 
Winterton  Road  in  a  pit  dug  in  the  ground.  An  incinerator 
for  the  purpose  would  be  desirable,  and  it  is  expected  that  one 
will  be  constructed  early  next  year. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  soil  had  to  be  purchased  and 
carted,  and  to  other  considerations,  the  cost  of  disposal  this 
year  has  proved  more  expensive  than  in  the  previous  year. 
There  have  been  no  complaints  received  of  any  nuisance 
arising  from  the  disposal  of  Refuse. 

General. 

The  yield  of  refuse  per  thousand  of  population  per  day 
shows  a  very  marked  decrease,  being  only  11.9  cwts.,  as 
against  13.4  cwts.  in  the  preceding  year;  the  chief  reason  for 
this  being  the  large  increase  in  the  Registrar  General’s  esti¬ 
mated  population  for  1931,  following  the  census.  The  yield  is 
low  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  average  of  approxi¬ 
mately  16  cwts.  for  England  and  Wales.  During  the  month  of 
December  sample  loads  of  refuse  from  various  parts  of  the 
district  and  weighing  approximately  eight  tons  were  separated 


in  order  to  determine  its  composition.  The  results,  together 
with  the  results  of  similar  examinations  in  the  two  preceding 
years,  are  as  follows: —

The  results  of  the  1931  examination  are  remarkable  for 
the  comparatively  small  amount  of  cinder  content  of  the  refuse, 
and  the  people  of  the  town  are  to  be  complimented  on  their 
thrift;  at  the  same  time,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
reason  why  even  this  amount  of  cinder  should  be  wasted  by 
putting  it  in  the  dustbin  and  the  cost  of  removal  charged  to 
the  rates. 


Nightsoil  Collection  and  Conversions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  still  remained  1,274  pail 
closets.  The  conversion  of  244  pails  to  W.C.s  enabled  the 
work  of  nightsoil  collection  to  be  reduced  by  two  shifts  per 
week,  which  is  equal  to  a  saving  in  a  whole  year  of  approxi¬ 
mately  £52. 

Costs. 

Tables  25  and  26  show  the  statement  for  the  financial 
year  ended  31st  March,  1932.  Table  26  is  tabulated  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  on  Costing. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited, 
the  defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  and  result 
of  action  taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  Tables  17,  18 
and  19,  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

The  improvements  effected  total  3,411,  against  3,247  in 
1930;  while  14,576  general  inspections  were  made,  against  15,871 
in  1930. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

As  the  principal  industries  in  the  district  are  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  iron  and  steel,  most  of  the  chimneys  of  manufactories 
are  outside  the  scope  of  action  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  nearly  all  of  these  works  are  situated 
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upon  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  district,  that  there  are  very 
few  houses  or  business  premises  near  them,  and  that  the  pre¬ 
vailing  winds  carry  and  diffuse  the  smoke  well  away  from  the 
residential  and  business  parts  of  the  town. 

31  complaints  were  received  on  account  of  such  nuisances. 
Most  of  these  were  in  respect  of  small  businesses  and  were 
made  not  so  much  on  account  of  black  smoke  as  to  the  bad 
diffusion  of  smoke  due  to  low  chimneys  and  other  causes. 

These  complaints  resulted  in  the  issuing  of  29  informal 
and  2  statutory  notices. 

Periodic  observations  of  a  half  hour’s  duration  are  made 
of  chimneys  in  the  town. 


PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CON¬ 
TROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

(a)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops. 

There  are  15  milk  shops  on  the  register,  27  inspections 
being  made.  29  inspections  were  made  at  the  14  cowsheds 
registered  in  the  District. 

(b)  Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

There  are  22  Factories  and  52  Workshops  in  the  District. 
A  total  of  182  inspections  was  made  to  these  premises. 

(c)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  20  Bakehouses  within  the  District,  none  of  which 
is  underground.  41  inspections  were  made,  but  no  contravention 
of  Regulations  was  found. 

(d)  Offensive  Trades. 

Two  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  District,  gut¬ 
scraping  and  tripe-boiling  respectively.  Ill  inspections  were 
made,  but  no  contravention  of  Regulations  was  found. 

(e)  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

As  a  result  of  complaints  of  nuisances  arising  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  establishment  of  Fried  Fish  and  Chip  businesses 
in  the  town,  the  Council  again  decided  this  year  to  seek  the 
necessary  authority  to  schedule  this  business  as  an  offensive 
trade. 

An  investigation  of  all  the  circumstances  and  conditions 
under  which  the  existing  businesses  were  carried  on  was  made 
by  the  Health  Department. 

It  was  found  that  these  businesses  were  being  carried  on 
at  49  different  premises  and  that  whilst  the  conditions  generally 
were  very  fair  there  were  some  fish  friers  whose  appliances 
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and  premises  were  totally  unsuitable;  e.g.,  some  of  the  fish 
frying  ranges  were  not  provided  with  proper  means  of  carrying 
away  the  noxious  fumes  emitted.  In  one  case  it  was  found 
that  the  frying  pans  were  ordinary  washing  coppers  with  tinned 
iron  lids  and  that  the  whole  of  the  fumes  were  being  discharged 
into  the  sale  shop,  the  only  means  of  ventilation  being  an 
open  window. 

In  other  cases  there  are  no  means  of  ventilation  except 
the  open  doors  of  the  shops  in  which  the  cooked  fish  is  sold. 
So  far  as  the  parts  of  the  premises  in  which  the  fish  is 
cleaned  and  prepared  previous  to  frying  are  concerned,  these 
are  frequently  constructed  of  absorbent  material  (wood),  and 
whilst  they  may  be  cleansed  regularly,  the  constant  use  of 
places  of  such  construction  gives  rise  to  smells  which  are 
offensive  to  most  people  and  which  tend  to  attract  flies  in 
summer. 

On  the  basis  of  the  information  collected,  the  Council 
decided  to  petition  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  allow  them  to 
classify  the  business  of  Fish  Frier  as  an  offensive  trade.  The 
circumstances  were  reported  to  the  Minister,  who  intimated 
that  subject  to  certain  formalities  they  would  give  their  con¬ 
sent.  These  formalities  were  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  but  it  is  expected  that  early  in  1932  this  business  will 
be  declared  to  be  offensive.  It  will  then  be  necessary  for 
persons  about  to  establish  a  business  of  this  character  first 
of  all  to  obtain  the  permission  of  the  Local  Authority.  The 
Council  will  too,  no  doubt,  make  byelaws  for  the  proper 
regulation  of  the  trade. 

(f)  Slaughterhouses. 

Thirteen  licensed  slaughterhouses  exist  in  the  District, 
many  of  which  are  unsatisfactory.  27  per  cent,  of  all  animals 
killed  in  your  district  were  slaughtered  in  the  Public  Abattoir, 
which  is  fully  utilized. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

153  Inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  35  instances 
of  contravention  of  the  Law  or  Byelaws  were  found.  The  Health 
Committee  paid  a  visit  to  two  encampments.  As  a  result  they 
decided  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  the  persons  respon¬ 
sible  in  order  to  prohibit  for  human  habitation  the  use  of  the 
structures  on  the  sites  where  they  then  stood.  Before  the 
proceedings  were  instituted,  a  deputation  of  the  Van  and  Shed 
dwellers  presented  themselves  before  the  Health  Committee 
and  further  action  was  deferred. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  one  registered  Common  Lodging  House  in  the 
district  with  accommodation  for  120  lodgers.  It  is  situated  in 
Manley  Street  and  is  known  as  the  Assembly  Rooms.  The

average  number  of  occupants  during  the  year  is  about  50. 
The  premises  are  well  kept  and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose. 
There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  or  action  during  the 
year. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

During  recent  years  a  practice  has  obtained  of  allowing 
several  families  to  occupy  suites  of  rooms  situated  over  busi¬ 
ness  premises,  chiefly  in  the  east  end  of  the  town.  These  places 
are  invariably  unsuited  for  habitation,  there  being  no  proper 
accommodation  for  the  storage  and  cooking  of  food,  disposal 
of  refuse,  insufficient  W.C.  accommodation,  and  inadequate 
water  supply  and  washing  accommodation. 

The  rooms,  frequently  allotted  one  to  each  family,  are 
usually  on  the  first  floor  and  the  stair-cases  are  insufficiently 
lighted  and  bad  in  other  respects. 

The  circumstances  of  some  of  these  cases  were  reported 
to  the  Council,  who  decided  to  seek  the  necessary  authority  to 
control  this  type  of  dwelling  by  formulating  Byelaws. 

It  is  expected  that  these  Byelaws  will  be  made  some  time 
in  1932. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  schools  is  fully  dealt  with  under 
the  report  on  School  Medical  Inspection  on  pages  15,  16  and 
17.  Schools  are  inspected  twice  a  year,  and  a  detailed  sanitary 
survey  is  made  on  each  occasion. 

The  Board  of  Education’s  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and 
Exclusion  from  School  has  been  closely  followed  in  dealing 
with  infectious  disease.  No  closure  has  been  advised  during 
the  year  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  32  houses  erected  are  part  of  a  scheme  of  100  houses 
being  built  by  contract  on  land  purchased  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1924. 

Notes  re  Houses  erected  by  Private  Enterprise. 

The  houses  have  been  built  in  various  parts  of  the  Urban 
District,  as  shewn  in  the  ward  distribution  table,  and  have 
practically  all  been  built  by  Private  Builders  by  direct  labour. 

Future  Policy  with  respect  to  General  Housing  Situation. 

The  scheme  for  100  houses,  which  was  commenced  in  May, 
1931,  will  be  completed  by  May,  1932,  when  the  question  of 
erecting  additional  houses  on  the  Crosby  Housing  Estate  will 
be  considered.

From  the  above  figures  supplied  by  the  Engineer  and  Sur¬ 
veyor,  it  will  be  seen  that  progress  continues  to  be  made  in 
the  provision  of  houses  by  your  Council  and  by  private  enter¬ 
prise. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  provision  should  be  made  for  a 
proportion  of  small  two  or  three  roomed  houses  for  aged 
people.  These  are  often  existing  on  pensions  of  10s.  to  £1, 
and  when  rent  is  deducted  the  net  income  is  low.  They  may  be 
unable  to  obtain  any  luxuries  or  even  necessities.  Single  per¬ 
sons  may  also  have  a  claim.  This  in  some  cases  would  relieve 
other  houses  for  young  married  persons  able  and  anxious  to 
pay  the  rent.  A  small  proportion  of  such  houses  let  at  low 
rent  would  add  little  extra  to  local  Housing  costs. 

Unfit  Housing. 

In  my  Report  for  1930  it  was  stated  that  45  individual 
houses  had  been  scheduled  as  being  unfit  for  habitation  and 
were  not  repairable  at  reasonable  cost,  and  that  the  Council 
were  dealing  with  them. 

The  following  progress  has  been  made: — Written  under¬ 
takings  specifying  the  works  to  be  carried  out  to  14  of  the 
houses  have  been  accepted  by  the  Council.  In  one  of  these 
cases  the  works  have  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
written  undertaking.  In  the  remainder,  works  have  not  com¬ 
menced,  the  main  reason  being  that  temporary  alternative 
accommodation  has  to  be  found  for  the  occupiers  to  enable 
the  owners  to  proceed  with  the  required  works.

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In  14  cases  it  has  been  decided  to  order  demolition,  but 
the  orders  have  not  been  served  because  the  Council  have  not 
yet  provided  accommodation  for  rehousing  the  tenants.  Con¬ 
sideration  of  the  remaining  17  houses  has  been  deferred  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  owners  are  considering  the  question  of 
rendering  them  fit. 

Prosecution — Overcrowding. 

During  the  year  the  Council  had  to  take  Police  Court 
proceedings  against  the  sub-tenants  of  a  house  in  order  to 
abate  a  nuisance  from  overcrowding.  When  the  case  came 
before  the  Magistrates  the  defendant  did  not  appear.  An 
order  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  made  and  complied  with. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  production  of  milk  within  the  Urban  Area  continued 
to  decline.  At  the  end  of  1931  the  number  of  milk  producers 
was  reduced  by  two  to  fourteen,  and  the  number  of  milk  cows 
by  21  to  91,  giving  an  average  of  6.5  per  producer. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  made  29  inspections 
of  cowsheds  in  the  Urban  District.  25  contraventions  of  the 
regulations  were  found;  the  chief  faults  were  dirty  udders  and 
flanks  of  the  animals,  impaired  or  insufficient  lighting,  failure 
to  limewash,  and  dirty  floors.  In  one  case  attention  was 
drawn  to  defective  and  improper  construction  of  the  cowstands. 
Sediment  tests  were  carried  out,  and  the  results  demonstrated 
to  the  milkers. 

The  undermentioned  specimens  of  milk  were  sent  to  the 
University  of  Sheffield  for  bacteriological  and  biological  exam¬ 
ination.  Samples  are  obtained  in  the  morning,  packed  in  ice 
in  a  specially  constructed  case,  and  delivered  to  the  Bac¬ 
teriologist  upon  the  same  day.  Most  of  the  samples  sent  for 
examination  were  taken  from  retailers  obtaining  their  supplies 
from  outside  the  Urban  Area.  Samples  of  graded  milks  were 
sent  in  sealed  pint  bottles  as  retailed.

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  1931  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Act. 
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Veterinary  Inspection  of  Mikh  Cows. 

Four  Veterinary  Inspections  of  the  milch  cows  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  were  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year. 
Copies  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon’s  Report  are  received  after 
each  inspection,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Council. 
During  1931  a  total  of  385  milch  cows  were  examined  at  the 
four  inspections.  As  a  result  of  notification  by  the  Owner,  one 
cow  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  an  ad¬ 

vanced  stage.  The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  after  slaughter 
of  the  animal. 

Valuable  co-operation  has  again  been  received  from  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon. 

In  addition  to  routine  examinations,  special  examinations 
were  also  made  in  consequence  of  the  biological  tests  carried 
out  and  reported  in  Table  21.  One  sample  of  Grade  A  milk 
and  three  samples  of  raw  milk  were  found  to  show  definite 

evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

Immediately  the  results  were  known  the  County  Council 
were  notified.  They  instructed  their  Veterinary  Inspector  to 
examine  all  cows  at  those  farms  (all  of  which  were  outside 
the  Urban  Area)  supplying  retailers  whose  milk  had  been 

found  to  be  affected. 

In  the  case  of  the  sample  of  Grade  A  milk,  two  cows 

were  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  tuberculous  affection  of 
the  udder.  These  animals  were  slaughtered  and  diagnosis  con¬ 
firmed  by  post  mortem  examinations. 

In  the  other  three  cases,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  failed 
to  detect  any  clinical  evidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  suspected 
herds.  The  milks  of  the  various  animals  were  also  examined 
microscopically  by  him,  but  no  tubercle  bacilli  were  found. 

Subsequently  further  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  and  forwarded  to  another  Laboratory  for 
biological  examination.  All  of  these  tests  showed  negative 
results. 

In  view  of  the  discrepancies  which  occurred  in  this  series 
of  investigations,  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  authorities 
concerned.  It  was  considered  that  one  or  other  of  the  under¬ 
noted  explanations  might  account  for  the  results  obtained: — 

1.  The  producer,  having  ascertained  that  a  sample  of  milk 

has  been  taken,  and  knowing  that  he  has  a  tuberculous 

cow,  forthwith  gets  rid  of  the  animal. 

2.  (a)  Cows  may  excrete  tubercle  bacilli  eratically — one  day 

present  in  the  milk  and  the  next  day  absent. 

(b)  In  some  cases  there  may  be  no  obvious  lesion  (disease) 
in  the  udder. 
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3.  Tubercle  bacilli  may  be  obtained  from  extraneous  sources, 
e.g.:— 

(a)  A  dipper  may  have  been  taken  from  an  infected  sample 
and  placed  in  the  one  to  be  examined. 

(b)  The  churn  or  other  container  may  not  have  been  suf¬ 
ficiently  sterilized  after  containing  a  tubercle-infected 
milk. 

(c)  In  milking,  tubercle  bacilli  may  have  gained  access 
from  the  cows’  faeces,  urine  or  sputum. 

(d)  Milk  may  have  been  sporadically  infected  from  a  human 
source. 

4.  Factors  affecting  the  Laboratory: — 

Given  that  the  laboratory  technique  re  sterilization, 
healthy  state  of  guinea  pigs,  careful  numbering  of  speci¬ 
mens,  etc.,  is  above  suspicion,  a  difference  of  opinion  may 
arise  due  to  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  milk  examined. 
There  was  no  reason  to  believe  that  a  different  technique 
had  been  employed  by  the  two  laboratories. 

The  standard  in  use  was  detailed  by  one  of  these 
authorities  as  follows:  150  c.c.  milk,  centrifuged  at  3,000 
revolutions  per  minute  for  half  hour,  the  deposit  being 
inoculated  into  two  guinea  pigs.  An  instance  was  given  by 
this  Authority  where  a  difference  of  opinion  arose  with 
another  laboratory  using  only  50  c.c.’s  of  milk. 

It  is  clear  that  the  biological  test,  while  extremely  useful, 
is  not  always  a  certain  means  to  the  detection  and  eradication 
of  tubercle  contaminated  milk  from  a  milk  supply.  Apart 
from  the  delay  before  the  result  of  the  biological  test  is  to 
hand,  there  may  exist  fallacies  in  both  the  positive  and  the 
negative  result.  It  is  evident  that  unremitting  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  those  concerned  with  the  handling  of  this 
difficult  problem  is  required  in  order  to  obtain  satisfactory 
results. 

Although  great  care  may  be  exercised  by  the  Health 
Authority  in  instituting  regular  biological  tests  of  milk  supplies 
and  regular  veterinary  inspection  of  herds,  it  is  clear  from 
the  above  mentioned  considerations  that  these  safeguards  are 
not  always  adequate.  It  is  equally  clear  that  only  milk  which 
has  been  suitably  produced  or  adequately  treated  may  not 
carry  risk  of  tuberculous  infection  to  the  consumer. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

During  the  year  your  Council  granted  four  Licences  under 
this  Order,  one  being  a  dealer’s  licence  to  retail  Grade  A 
(T.T.)  milk,  two  to  retail  Grade  A,  and  one  in  respect  of  the 
pasteurisation  of  raw  milk. 
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(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

A  total  of  9,399  animals  was  slaughtered  for  food  in  the 
District  during  1931,  against  10,205  in  the  previous  year. 
8,645,  or  92  per  cent.,  of  the  total  carcases  were  examined 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  Council’s  Abattoir  was  2,519,  or  27  per  cent,  of  the 
total  slaughtered  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  meat  inspections  carried  out  was  2,264, 
against  2,188  in  1930. 

The  Butcher  and  Fish  Stalls  in  the  Public  Market  are 
regularly  inspected  on  Friday  and  Saturday  of  each  week  for 
the  detection  of  unsound  food  and  for  the  purpose  of  en¬ 
forcing  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  At  the 
latter  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  was  a  legal  seizure 
of  parts  of  a  carcase  and  offals  of  a  young  heifer  which  were 
affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  deposited  for  the  purpose  of 
sale  on  a  stall  in  the  Public  Market.  Subsequently  a  successful 
prosecution  took  place  in  1932;  the  matter  will  be  reported 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  that  year. 

Periodic  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  Butchers’  Shops 
and  food  producing  premises,  including  Fried  Fish  Shops,  in 
the  District.  Advice  has  been  offered  where  found  necessary. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  many  of  the  butchers’  shops  have 
their  own  refrigerators  installed.  No  opportunity  is  lost  of 
impressing  upon  those  concerned  the  advantages  of  these  ap¬ 
pliances. 

Unsound  Meat. 

The  total  quantity  of  unfit  meat  surrendered  after  in¬ 
spection  was  2\  tons,  a  decrease  of  1J  tons  on  the  amount 
surrendered  in  1930. 

The  various  causes  of  unfitness  are  detailed  in  Table  23. 

Prosecutions  (Public  Health,  Meat,  Regulations,  1924). 

Instructions  were  given  by  the  Council  to  take  proceedings 
against  the  licensee  of  a  Knacker  Yard  for  failure  to  notify 
the  slaughter  of  an  animal  which  was  intended  for  human 
food.  Owing  to  the  death  of  the  responsible  person  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  dropped. 

Adulteration,  etc. 

Your  Council  is  not  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  action 
under  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  being  undertaken  by 
the  County  Council. 

The  Superintendent  of  Police  states  that  a  total  of  35 
samples  was  taken  in  the  District  during  1931  and  submitted 
to  analysis.  Details  of  the  samples  and  findings  are  given  in 
Table  24. 
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Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

The  Department  of  Pathology,  University  of  Sheffield, 
carries  out  the  Bacteriological  and  Biological  Examination  of 
Milk,  particulars  of  which  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  Report. 
The  necessity  has  not  arisen  during  the  year  for  the  chemical 
or  bacteriological  examination  of  any  other  article  of  food. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low  as  compared 
with  previous  years.  A  total  of  431  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  was  received  during  1931,  against  853  during  1930. 
In  addition  to  these,  a  further  364,  including  51  observation 
cases,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department 
by  parents  or  others,  bringing  the  total  known  number  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease  to  744.  This  number  is  roughly 
half  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Statistics  relating  to  notifications  by  Medical  Practitioners 
for  1931  (and  preceding  years)  are  given  in  Table  27.  The 
monthly  distribution  of  all  the  known  cases  occurring  in  the 
District  during  the  year  is  given  in  Table  29.  Table  30  gives 
details  of  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Nurse. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  Smallpox, 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diarrhoea 
and  Fever  (including  Typhus,  Enteric  and  Typhoid)  accounted 
for  12  deaths.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  .35  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

Chickenpox. 

Owing  to  the  continued  prevalence  of  Smallpox  in  adjoin¬ 
ing  districts,  this  disease  remained  notifiable  during  the  year. 
105  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified;  a  further  182  cases, 
mainly  contacts,  occurred,  making  a  total  of  287  cases,  against 
473  for  the  previous  year. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

One  notification  was  received,  relating  to  a  youth  of  17 
years.  Death  occurred  immediately  after  notification,  and  no 
bacteriological  examination  was  carried  out  to  confirm  this 
diagnosis. 

Diphtheria. 

26  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  1931,  a  decrease 
of  31  on  the  1930  figures.  21  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children 
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under  15  years  of  age,  and  5  in  persons  between  15  and  65 
years.  There  were  4  deaths.  22  cases  were  removed  to  hospital, 
the  remainder  were  nursed  at  home. 

124  swabs  were  sent  to  the  Health  Office  by  private 
practitioners  for  culture  and  bacteriological  examination,  and 
in  23  diphtheria  bacilli  were  found. 

Phials  of  Antitoxin  are  kept  at  the  Health  Office  for 
Diphtheria  patients,  and  during  the  year  53  issues  were  made. 

Enteric  Fever. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified.  This  proved  on 
investigation  to  be  a  case  of  Para-Typhoid  B.  The  patient,  a 
young  woman,  was  removed  to  Brumby  Hospital  and  made  a 
good  recovery.  No  secondary  cases  arose. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  against  nil  in 
1930  and  three  in  1929. 

Erysipelas. 

12  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  against  32  in  1930.

Influenza. 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  but  is  nevertheless  a 

prevalent  and  dangerous  infectious  disease.  Recurring  in 

periodic  epidemics  usually  in  the  colder  months  oR  early  spring, 
it  is  responsible  for  much  invalidism  and  is  sometimes  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  high  mortality  from  ensuing  complications.  In¬ 
fluenza  is  characterised  by  its  rapidity  of  extension  and  the 

large  number  of  people  attacked.  The  complex  organisation 
of  society,  modern  methods  of  transport,  overcrowding  in  the 
house  and  public  places  are  factors  which  promote  its  spread. 
It  usually  appears  at  a  time  when  the  vitality  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  is  at  a  low  ebb;  when  the  rigours  of  the  winter  have 
diminished  the  resistant  powers  acquired  during  the  previous 
summer.  The  disease  appears  to  have  no  special  predilection 
for  age  or  sex,  and  the  strong  may  be  as  liable  to  attack  as 
the  weak.  Serious  complications  may  ensue,  and  various  ail¬ 
ments  or  chronic  ill-health  may  occur  after  an  attack  of  this 
disease. 
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Much  can  be  done  by  intelligent  action  and  co-operation 
in  a  community  to  minimise  the  ravages  of  influenza,  and  de¬ 
crease  its  spread.  In  epidemic  periods  the  individual  who 
neglects  a  “  cold  ”  and  comes  into  close  contact  with  others 
is  subjecting  these  to  risks  of  infection  for  which  there  is  no 
justification.  Moreover,  the  individual  who  neglects  to  take 
adequate  precautions  when  infected  by  this  disease  may  be 
taking  liberties  with  his  powers  of  resistance  which  may  in 
the  test  be  found  wanting. 

The  prompt  and  efficient  isolation  at  home  of  influenza 
cases  is  the  root  of  prevention  of  the  spread  of  this  disease 
and  its  sequelae.  Immediate  isolation  should  be  the  rule.  The 
health  and  economic  life  of  a  community  will  suffer  less  by 
such  action  than  by  the  effects  of  an  uncontrolled  epidemic. 
The  duty  of  all,  whether  parent  or  relation,  employer  or  em¬ 
ployee,  is  plain  in  this  connection;  wherever  practicable  they 
should  put  it  into  practice. 

An  epidemic  of  Influenza  affected  this  district  about  Feb¬ 
ruary  and  continued  for  two  months.  A  total  of  26  deaths  from 
this  cause  was  recorded  during  the  year,  15  of  which  occurred 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  Many  of  the  large  firms 
and  businesses  in  the  town  were  considerably  affected  while 
the  epidemic  was  at  its  height.  Special  articles  upon  the 
subject  of  Influenza,  its  prevention  and  treatment,  were  for¬ 
warded  to  and  published  by  the  Press. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

There  was  a  diminished  incidence  of  Measles  during  the 
year.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Measles  cases 
and  the  mortality  since  1924: —

Only  two  cases  of  German  Measles  were  notified.  93 
cases  of  Measles  were  notified  by  Medical  Practitioners.  Other 
cases  of  Measles  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  by  parents,  head  teachers,  school  attend¬ 
ance  officers  and  the  infectious  diseases  nurse.  Table  29  shows 
the  monthly  incidence  of  the  disease,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  bulk  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year. 

In  April  a  case  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  Children’s 
Ward  of  the  War  Memorial  Hospital.  The  child  was  removed 
to  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  ward  was  placed  in 
quarantine.  Two  contacts  subsequently  contracted  the  infection 
and  were  also  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  No 
further  cases  occurred.  As  a  rule  cases  of  Measles  are  treated 
at  home.  The  children  in  question,  however,  had  had  surgical 
treatment,  and  although  the  accommodation  at  Brumby  is 
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limited  it  was  considered  desirable  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
infection  at  the  General  Hospital,  and  in  the  children’s  in¬ 
terests  to  take  this  action.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any  outbreak 
of  substantial  proportion  could  be  dealt  with  on  these  lines. 

Malaria. 

No  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified. 

Mumps. 

Only  one  case  of  Mumps  was  brought  to  notice  during 
1931. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  by  medical  practitioners.  Five 
of  these  occurred  in  the  Maternitv  Home,  one  of  which  was 
subsequently  transferred  to  Brumby  Hospital.  Three  cases 
were  visited  daily  by  the  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse,  who 
carried  out  the  necessary  treatment.  Two  of  these  cases  had 
already  received  treatment  in  the  Maternity  Home.  In  only 
one  case  was  there  any  impairment  of  vision,  and  no  deaths  of 
children  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  occurred.

Pneumonia. 

Of  76  cases  which  were  notified,  38  occurred  in  persons 
above  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  31  deaths  were  registered  as 
due  to  this  disease,  against  26  in  1930.  This  disease  is  not 
infrequently  a  result  of  neglect  in  the  treatment  of  common 
Colds,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  to  be  found  at  any  age  period  and  is  a  common  cause  of 
death. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

Nine  notifications  of  these  diseases  were  received  in  1931, 
against  11  in  1930.  Full  details  of  all  the  cases  are  given  in 
the  adjoining  table.  No  deaths  were  recorded.

Acute  Anterior  Polio-Myelitis. 

There  were  no  notifications  received  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  very  low  during  the 
year.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  28,  as  compared  with 
229  in  1930,  388  in  1929,  219  in  1928,  175  in  1927,  67  in 
1926,  70  in  1925,  99  in  1924,  125  in  1923,  39  in  1922,  and  151 
in  1921.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurring  in  this  District  during  the  past  decade.  Of  the  28 
cases,  20  were  removed  to  hospital.  135  visits  were  paid  by 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse.  The  Schick  and  Dick  Tests 
are  not  employed  in  this  area  and  artificial  immunization 
against  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  is  not  undertaken. 

Smallpox. 

The  District  having  been  immune  since  February,  1929, 
Smallpox  again  occurred  in  April,  1931. 

On  the  15th  April  a  medical  practitioner  asked  me  to  see 
a  man  of  middle  age  whom  he  thought  might  have  Smallpox. 
The  patient  was  visited  immediately  and  was  found  to  be 
unwell.  He  had  an  elevated  temperature  and  a  profuse  and 
typical  smallpox  rash  in  a  late  stage  of  the  disease.  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  his  early  removal  to  the  Smallpox 
Hospital  at  Osgodby.  Extensive  enquiries  were  then  instituted 
to  endeavour  to  locate  the  original  source  of  infection,  to 
trace  out  all  contacts  and  to  neutralise  any  infection  which 
might  have  been  disseminated. 

These  preliminary  enquiries  and  the  subsequent  work  in 
connection  with  this  occurrence  of  Smallpox  involved  the  Health 
Department  in  a  large  amount  of  work. 

The  facts  of  this  case  present  some  interesting  features. 
The  patient  in  all  probability  was  infected  when  he  visited  a 
neighbouring  town  on  the  28th  March.  A  few  days  later  he 
left  the  district  with  his  family  for  a  holiday  and  took  ill  on 
the  8th  April.  He  returned  home  on  the  10th,  about  the  time 
that  the  rash  appeared,  and  subsequently  was  in  contact  with 
a  considerable  number  of  persons  and  had  visited  several 
business  premises.  The  patient  thought  the  rash  was  due  to 
taking  food,  and  although  he  felt  ill  and  laid  up  for  a  day  or 
two  at  the  commencement  of  the  illness,  was  able  to  get  about 
until  the  attack  of  secondary  fever  occurred. 

Altogether  during  the  course  of  my  investigations,  41 
contacts  were  discovered.  Each  of  these  was  advised  to  get 
vaccinated  immediately.  Some  24  persons  had  been  vaccinated 
previously,  six  in  infancy.  Altogether  24  of  the  contacts  sub¬ 
mitted  to  vaccination,  or  60  per  cent,  of  the  total  number. 
All  the  vaccinations  were  successful  except  one  which  did  not 
take.  Disinfection  of  the  various  premises  and  two  vehicles 
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was  carried  out.  The  various  authorities  outside  the  area  were 
also  notified  as  to  the  man’s  movements  before  his  return  to 
Scunthorpe. 

All  contacts  were  carefully  supervised,  and  one  further 
case  of  Smallpox  occurred.  This  was  the  patient’s  son.  He 
was  sent  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  Osgodby,  on  the  2nd  May. 
This  youth  was  unprotected  by  vaccination.  He  was  vaccinated 
on  the  day  his  father  was  removed  to  hospital,  but  he  had  no 
doubt  been  exposed  to  infection  too  frequently  and  for  too 
long  a  period  for  the  vaccination  to  give  him  full  protection. 
The  rash,  however,  occurred  in  a  discrete  form  and  may  have 
been  modified  by  the  vaccination. 

One  further  case  of  mild  Smallpox  was  notified  in  June  ; 
a  boy  of  nine  years  of  age.  No  direct  source  of  infection  was 
discovered.  All  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  further 
spread  of  the  disease  and  the  patient  was  removed  to  Osgodby. 
All  three  cases  made  a  good  recovery.  No  secondary  cases 
arose  and  the  District  has  since  remained  free  from  Smallpox. 


Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

Four  primary  and  thirteen  re-vaccinations  were  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  above  Regulations. 

Whooping  Cough. 

67  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  to  which  253  visits 
were  paid  by  the  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse.  The  majority  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  the  period  January  to  April,  1931. 

Tuberculosis. 

Particulars  of  notification  of  new  cases  and  deaths  of 
cases  occurring  during  1931  are  given  in  Table  32.  65  new 
cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  68  in  1930. 

40  deaths  occurred,  30  of  which  were  due  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  10  to  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  62  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

Cancer. 

34  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Cancer.  The  following 
Table  shows  the  certified  incidence  of  this  disease  during  the 
past  decade: —

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Laboratory  Work  (Examination  of  Specimens). 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  carried  out  in  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Urban  District  Council  for  the  Medical 
Practitioners,  Clinics  and  Hospitals  in  this  area.  263  such 
examinations  were  carried  out  in  1931.  Material  such  as  speci¬ 
mens  of  blood  or  fasces  for  examination  for  Enteric  Fever  or 
Dysentery,  blood  for  Wassermann  Reaction,  and  specimens  of 
milk  and  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratories  of  Pathology  and 
Public  Health,  London,  the  Grimsby  Corporation  Laboratory, 
or  to  the  University  of  Sheffield  respectively.  A  summary  of 
the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  given  in  Tables  21 
and  31. 

Disinfection  and  Insect  Pest  Destruction. 

Details  of  disinfection  work  are  given  in  Table  19  of  this 
Report.  The  agent  employed  for  the  disinfection  of  clothing, 
etc.,  is  steam.  A  Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  situated  at  the 
Council’s  Gas  Works  is  used.  Steam  is  supplied  free  by  cour¬ 
tesy  of  the  Gas  Committee  and  Gas  Engineer.  The  articles  to 
be  disinfected  are  brought  from  the  infected  premises  in  a 
motor  disinfector  van,  and  whilst  these  are  being  subjected 
to  steam  the  van  is  sprayed  with  Formaldehyde  before  the  dis¬ 
infected  articles  are  returned. 

Disinfection  of  infected  houses  is  carried  out  by  means 
of  Formaldehyde  gas  in  the  form  of  a  Formalin  Spray.  Windows 
and  other  air  inlets  are  sealed  up  with  gummed  paper,  and  the 
rooms  are  sprayed  with  Formalin.  The  doors  are  then  sealed, 
and  occupiers  are  instructed  not  to  open  them  for  at  least 
four  hours.  At  the  end  of  this  time  all  windows  and  doors  are 
opened  to  allow  the  rooms  to  be  flushed  out  with  fresh  air. 
In  a  few  cases  formalin  lamps  are  used  instead  of  a  formalin 
spray. 

Subsequent  to  this,  instructions  are  given  that  the  rooms 
should  be  thoroughly  washed;  when  necessary,  iron  bedsteads, 
wire  mattresses,  etc.,  to  be  scrubbed  with  disinfectant  ;  cracks 
in  the  floor  boards  to  be  treated  with  dry  powdered  lime;  and 
old  wallpapers  to  be  removed. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  Scunthorpe  is  an  industrial 
town,  the  number  of  flea  and  bug  infested  dwellings  is  remark¬ 
ably  low.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the 
town  has  not  an  abundance  of  very  old  properties,  and  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  prevails.  The  maintenance  of  the  high 
standard  is  assisted  by  the  work  of  the  health  visitors  employed 
by  the  County  Council. 

The  Health  Department  is,  however,  called  upon  from 
time  to  time  to  deal  with  houses  which  are  affected  by  small 
infestations  of  bugs. 

In  these  cases,  occupiers  are  advised  to  strip  off  all  wall¬ 
papers,  skirting  boards  and  other  timbers;  the  department 
then  sprays  the  cracks  and  crevices  with  a  special  insecticide. 
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The  occupier  is  advised  to  apply  a  coat  of  hot  limewash,  and 
afterwards  to  plaster  up  all  cracks  and  nail  holes  in  the 
plaster,  subsequently  giving  another  coat  of  limewash. 

No  provision  for  freeing  persons  from  vermin  under  the 
Cleansing  of  Persons  Act  of  1897  has  been  made  within  the 
Urban  District. 

During  the  year  disinfestation  of  a  family  was  carried  out 
by  removal  to  the  Poor  Law  Institution  at  Brigg.  The  house 
and  belongings  of  the  family  were  disinfected  at  the  time  of 
removal. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  are  the  Authority  for  the 
administration  of  this  Act.  Infestations  within  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  are  reported  to  the  County  Council.  They  instruct  the 
local  Superintendent  of  Police  to  investigate  with  a  view  to 
securing  that  all  necessary  and  practicable  steps  are  taken  for 
the  destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 
and  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these. 

Public  Mortuary. 

An  arrangement  exists  with  the  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial 
Hospital  for  the  use  of  their  Mortuary.  The  old  Public  Mor¬ 
tuary  is  retained  for  the  reception  of  special  cases.  The 
Mortuary  was  used  14  times  during  the  year. 

CHARITIES  IN  SCUNTHORPE. 

During  the  year  an  investigation  was  undertaken  to  ascer¬ 
tain  what  charities  were  in  operation  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  principal  object  of  this  search  was  to  determine  their 
relation,  if  any,  to  the  Public  Health. 

It  appears  that  there  are  now  only  three  such  charities 
which  are  effective.  A  summary  of  these  is  subjoined. 

1.  Earl  Beauchamp’s  Charity.  Left  £100  in  1853  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Poor  of  the  Parish  of  Brumby  which  is  in  the 
Ecclesiastical  Parish  of  Frodingham. 

2.  Williamson  Charity.  An  extract  from  the  Report  on 
Inquiry  into  Charities  1837  states  that  Thomas  Williamson  of 
Rawsby  bequeathed  £100,  the  annual  interest  of  which  to  be 
paid  to  poor  widows  of  Frodingham,  Scunthorpe,  Brumby  and 
Crosby,  such  as  were  not  in  receipt  of  Parish  Relief.  These 
charities  are  administered  by  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of 
Frodingham. 

3.  The  Report  of  1837  above  referred  to  mentions  a  be¬ 
quest  by  a  certain  Nathaniel  Llarem  who  left  a  sum  producing 
an  income  of  £6  18s.  4d.  to  be  applied  from  time  to  time  to 
the  Charity  School  at  Scunthorpe. 
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This  school  was  subsequently  given  up  for  want  of  means 
to  carry  it  on  and  consequently  the  charity  lapsed  for  a  time. 
It  is  now’  administered  by  the  Vicar  of  Scunthorpe.  It  is 
understood  that  the  annual  income  of  the  charity  is  paid 
through  him  to  the  Church  of  England  Schools. 

4.  Wells-Cole  Charity.  This  small  charity  apparently 
originated  in  a  gift  of  £10  from  a  Mrs.  King,  Widow,  the 

general  opinion  being  that  the  interest  was  to  be  applied  to 
buy  spinning  wheels  for  the  poor  widows  in  the  township  of 

Brumby.  A  sum  of  16s.  annually  appears  to  have  been  paid 

to  such  persons  more  or  less  regularly  up  to  the  year  1873. 
The  last  recorded  payment  was  in  the  year  1890.  There  is  no 
further  information  as  to  when  and  from  whom  the  sum  in 
question  was  last  received  and  how  and  by  whom  the  Charity 
has  been  and  is  now  administered.  Efforts  have  been  made  to 
ascertain  such  information  but  without  success. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  are  no  substantial  charities 
in  existence  in  this  district  which  might  in  any  way  react 

favourably  upon  the  Public  Health. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  for  a  town  of  its  size  and 
importance  Scunthorpe  is  badly  endowed.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  modern  Scunthorpe  is  a  town 
of  recent  growth  and  development — although  the  townships 
comprising  it  are  of  ancient  origin. 

Many  towns  are  more  fortunately  situated  in  their  endow¬ 
ments.  An  important  trust  may  be  of  direct  advantage  to  the 
health  of  a  community  and  may  react  indirectly  upon  it  by 
the  provision  of  valuable  amenities. 

In  particular,  stress  might  be  laid  upon  the  value  of  a 
Medical  Aid  Trust  or  Foundation,  the  income  from  which  can, 
with  suitable  safeguards,  be  distributed  to  much  advantage. 
The  term  “  Medical  Aid  ”  can  be  taken  in  a  wide  sense  to 
include  all  necessaries  for  invalid  and  sick  persons.  This  term 
may  mean  such  articles  as  invalid  and  other  foods,  clothing, 
special  medical  apparatus  and  remedies,  assisted  fares  to 
Hospitals  and  Institutions,  cost  of  treatment  in  Convalescent 
Homes  and  other  special  institutions,  care  of  the  Tuberculous, 
etc.  Many  sick  persons  are  unable  to  provide  funds  necessary 
for  an  early  or  complete  restoration  of  health.  There  are 
agencies  which  could  show  the  need  and  others  which  could 
apply  the  remedy.  Frequently  a  small  outlay  of  capital  pro¬ 
duces  a  large  return  in  health  to  the  sick  lacking  the  necessary 
means.  It  should  be  understood  that  there  are  many  individuals 
who  cannot,  for  one  reason  or  another,  be  assisted  through 
the  ordinary  channels  of  the  Poor  Law  even  should  it  be  in  a 
position  to  offer  the  type  of  assistance  required. 

A  Medical  Aid  Trust  would  most  suitably  be  created  as  a 
large  single  bequest;  it  is  hoped  that  some  generous  donor 
may  some  day  present  this  town  with  a  foundation  of  this 
character.

The  efficiency  of  notification  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  satisfactory.  No  cases  of  wilful 
neglect  or  refusal  to  notify  have  occurred.  4  cases  of  non- 
notified  tuberculous  deaths  occurred.  On  investigation  of  these 
cases  it  was  found  that  in  two  instances  the  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  had  only  been  consulted  at  or  after  the  time  of  death 
of  the  patient.  In  one  case  the  diagnosis  was  obscure,  and  in 
the  fourth  the  practitioner  thought  that  the  case  had  already 
been  notified.
